Is it any wondor that when Mixon launched his eountera'^teek 1 1 raonths sfter this 
indictment, his plea of \hi 3 speech of yodnaeday* ^tiguet 15, 1973 (®s, "The time has ctwie 
to turn She Watergate over to the courts”?
